Our frontier ſettlements, ſreed from apprehenſions of danger, are rapidly encreaſing 
and muſt ſoon yield extenſive reſources for profitable commerce; this conſideration 
forcibly recommends the policy of continuing to facilitate the means of communica- 
tion with them, as well to ſtrengthen the bands of ſociety, as to prevent the produce 
of thoſe fertile diſtricts from being diverted to other markets. 

As afaithful performance of engagements1s an indiſpenſible duty, whether conſidered 
in a moral or political view, I am perſuaded that no arguments are neceſſary to enſure 
a due attention to the rights of the creditors of the ſtate, and the adoption of effectual 


tion; and flatter myſelf, that, by wiſe and judicious arrangements, this important ob- 
ject may be accompliſhed without impoſing any new burthens on our conſtituents. 

The eſtabliſhment of a permanent ſyſtem of ways and means for the ſupport of go- 
vernment, has already been ſubmited to the conſideration of the legiſlature ; and from 
an opinion that the meaſure would be ſalutary, particularly in its tendency to diminiſh 
the public expence, I have again thought proper to ſuggeſt it. 

Proviſion having been made at the laſt ſeſſion for taking a Cenſus of the electors and 
inhabitants of the ſtate, it now remains with you to apportion the future repreſenta- 
tion in the Legiſlature, agreeably to the rule preſcribed by the conſtitution. 

The promotion of manufactures is at all times highly worthy the attention of go- 
vernment ; but under the preſent ſyftem of our national affairs, obvious and cogent 
reaſons exiſt, for affording ours ſuch encouragement, as to place them in as thriving and 


facture ſugar from the juice of the maple-tree, attended with ſucceſs hitherto unknown. 
Our extenſive foreſts abound with trees of that ſpecies, and the ſeaſon for this buſineſs 
will admit of attention to it without eſſentially interfering with ordinary purſuits: Con- 
ſidering therefore, theſe favorable circumſtances, and our large expenditures for that 
article in foreign countries; it is ſubmitted to the Legiſlature, whether a degree of

To his Excellency GEOROCE CLI N TON, Eſquire, Governor of the ſtate of New-York, 
General and Commander in Chief of all the Militia, and Admiral of the Navy of 
the ſame, 

The reſpe&ful Appress of the AsstEMBLY, in Anſwer to his Excellency's Speech. 
S I R, | 

WE, the Repreſentatives of the people of the ſtate of New-York, in Aſſembly con- 
vened, thank your Excellency in the moſt reſpectful manner, for your ſpeech at the 
opening of the preſent ſeſſion. 

It affords us the ſincereſt pleaſure to hear that the ſtate is in perfect tranquility ; and 
that a ready ſubmiſſion to the laws, and a due reſpect to the ſupreme authority, gene- 
rally prevail. The love of.order is a virtue that eminently diſtinguiſhes our fellow- 
citizens; and to this, and the faithful adminiſtration of the government in its various 
branches, we are indebted under God, for the bleſſings of public peace and proſperity. 

The mention made of the militia by your Excellency, is not leſs honorable to them, 
than it is pleaſing to us; and will, we truſt, excite in them an ambition to extend 
their acquirements in military knowledge and diſcipline. A free people well accuſ- 
tomed to the uſe of arms, who depend upon themſelves for the protection of their 
rights and liberties, will have little to fear from enemies either foreign or domeſtic. 

We are happy to hear that an amicable ſettlement with the Indians reſiding within 
our territory, has taken place; and we hope that the ſentiments of friendſhip and at- 
tachment which they profeſs, will be as permanent as our diſpoſition is ſincere to do 
them juſtice. | 2 

The rapid encreaſe of our frontier ſettlements, and the various and ample reſources 
to be derived from them, are objects that cannot fail to engage our moſt ſerious atten- 
tion—We will therefore cheerfully adopt every prudent mean, that can promote a fa- 
cility of communication with them, and invite their produce to our markets, 

We coincide with your Excellency in opinion, that a faithful performance of en- 
gagements is an indiſpenfible duty; and we aſſure you, that we will not fail to pay 
due attention to the rights of the creditors of the ſtate ; hoping that we ſhall be able 
to make ſuch arrangements as will tend to do them juſtice, without impoſing new bur- 
thens upon our conſtituents. 


Perſuaded of the utility of the eſtabliſhment of a permanent ſyſtem of ways and 


means, we ſhall endeavour to effect this important object, by every method that juſ- 


tice and policy will warrant, We ſhall alſo during the preſent ſeſſion, apportion the 


future repreſentation in the Legiſlature, purſuant to the mode directed by the conſti- 
tution. | | 


The large ſums of money annually exported to foreign markets, and the peculiar - 


ſituation of our country, are ſufficient motives to impel us to the encouragement of 
home manufactures; and while we view with pleaſure the proſperity of our ſiſter 
ſtates, we hope our fellow citizens will, by an honorable emulation, ſtrive to equal, if 
not ſurpaſs them, in the uſeful arts. | 

The experiments that have been made on the juice of the maple tree, exceed our 
moſt ſanguine expectations. This diſcovery opens a ſource of profit, and not only 
tends to the population of our extenſive foreſts, but will leſſen our dependence for the 
article of ſugar upon foreign nations: We ſhall therefore give it that encouragement 
which ſuch important conſiderations demand. 

We devoutly acknowledge the beneficence of Providence in rewarding the huſ- 
bandman's toils with an abundant harveſt, and participate with your Excellency in the 
pleaſure of beholding the growing habits of induſtry and frugality in our fellow-citi- 
zens; and we fervently pray to the Great Diſpenſer of all good gifts, that the bleſſings 
of peace and plenty may be multiplied upon us. 1

The proviſion for the promotion of ſound learning and true philoſophy, which was 
made by the Legiſlature at their laſt ſcſhon, has been faithfully applied to effect the 
important object, for which their liberality was exerted. 

Alchough the ſum granted is not altogether adequate to the exigencies of the ſemi- 
narics under our infpe&:on, it will, in a great degree, relieve their more immediate 
and preſſing neceſſities; and ſo far anſwer the generous intentions of the Legiſlature, 
as to procure a mathematical and philivſophical apparatus, of which, even Columbia 
College is almoſt entirely deſtitute.

That this ſeminary enjoys a large 
ſhare of the public confidence, and is juſtly entitled to the reputation which it has 
acquired, is evident from the great number of ſtudents which have reſorted to it, and 
which we are happy to find are continually encreaſing. ; 

In proſecuting their ſtudies in ſome of the higher branches of ſcience, for the want 
of proper inſtruments, they are at preſent ſubject to ſore obſtructions; but theſe will 
be removed by the mathematical apparatus, which it is probable will ſoon be obtained.

« Firſt, Becauſe, by the ſecond clauſe of the ſaid bill, it is among other things 
enacted, That it ſhall be lawful for the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the 
Atity of New-York, in Common Council convened, annually to licenſe and regulate 
the fees of hackney coaches, and lay a tax on all wheel- carriages within the city and

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e Provided, That the tax to be laid, ſhall not in any year exceed the following 
ſums, viz. on each coach or chariot ſix pounds, on each phæton three pounds, of 


_ each curricle or chaiſe two pounds, on each riding chair or ſulkey thirty ſhillings, on 


each brewers dray three pounds, and on each cart or waggon fifteen ſhillings: And 
frovided, that no tax ſhall be laid or levied on any cart or carriage, the wheels of 
which are not bound with iron, thereby veſting them, not only with a power of laying 
taxes, a power inherent in the Legiſlature, and not transferrable to any other body 
of men, but a further power of collecting the ſame in ſuch manner as they ſhall ap- 
point; an unlimited. power, which may not only juftify improper ſearches, but ex- 
tend even to the impriſonment of free citizens. Whatever confidence may be juſtly 
repoſed in the characters of the members of the corporation, it ſhould ever be remem- 
bered, that the freedom of a government conſiſts not in the prudence of the Magiſtrate, 
but in the limitation of his powers; and that he who holds his liberty at the diſcretion 
of another, is the ſlave of his will. | 

* Secondly. The unconſtitutionality of this bill is the more ſtrongly impreſſed upon 
the Council, from comparing it with the twelfth clauſe of the law, entitled An a# 
concerning the rights of the citizens of this ſtate, which, among other things, enacts, 
„That no citizen of this ſtate, ſhall by any means be compelled to contribute to any 
gift, loan or tax, or other like charge, not ſet, laid, or impoſed by the Legiſlature 
of this ſtate.” If this law is explanatory of our rights, and eſſential to liberty, it 
muſt mean that the preciſe ſum to be paid, ſhould be ſet by the Legiſlature ; and it 
would certainly be a violation of this law, to permit any other perſons, either to lay a 
tax or not to lay a tax at their diſcretion, to omit ſome and to charge others, even tho? 
this power ſhould be exerciſed within certain limits; and yet this is propoſed by the 
bill under conſideration. Firſt. The corporation may lay the tax, or they may permit 
the inhabitants' to mend the pavements, as they now do, at their private expence. 
Secondly. Though the limits that they ſhall not exceed, are preſcribed, yet no rule of 
proportion is eſtabliſhed, and within thoſe limits they are arbitrary. They may 
lay the whole tax upon carts, provided it does not on any cart exceed fitteen ſhillings, 
and omit coaches; or they may charge coaches and omit carts, according as the 1n- 
tereſt of the rich or poor may prevail in the corporation : They may tax all carriages 
alike, or they may vary the tax upon ſome, from one penny to ſix pounds. 

* Thirdly. If the impoſition of this tax be arbitrary, its diſpoſition is equally ſo, 
It is indeed to be applied to repairing the pavement ; but the manner how, and the 
time when, are not declared, The pavement 1s at preſent repaired at the expence of 
the proprietors of lots; the law does not declare that they ſhall be releived from this 
burden in conſequence of this new tax, or how far they ſhall be relieved if it ſhould 
prove inadequare to the object: The corporation may then cauſe the whole of the 
tax to be applied to the pavement of one ſtreet, while that of others muſt be made by 
the inhabitants at their own expence: Nor does this tax reſemble the county rates ;— 
There, the aſſeſſments and collection muſt be made by the legal officers ; the quantum of 
the tax is limited by the actual expences of the county; the mode of collection is aſ- 
certained; no diſcretion is left with the ſuperviſors, as to the impoſition of the tax, 
in the application of the money aſter it is levied ; nor above all, can they exempt 
one Citizen and charge another. A ſtriking diſtinction ariſes, too, from the circum- 
ſtances of the perſons with whom this power is inveſted. The ſuperviſors have, from 
the infancy of this government, exerciſed theſe powers, and are elected by the people 
with a view to this object; the money collected never goes into their hands, nor have 
they any controul over it. The corporation is choſen for very different purpoſcs 
ſome of its members are not eligible by the people, and hold their offices at the plea- 
ſure of the executive ; nor are they accountable for the money that paſſes through 
their hands, | | | | = 

* Feurthly. Becauſe the bill is unneceſſary. The law, by its limitation, expires in 
taree years : The pavement of the city has been lately repaired by the inhabitants, ar 
a very conſiderable expence; if the carts have broad wheels, not bound with iron, the 
new pavements will want no repairs within that time—if bound with iron, it is pro- 
bable the whole amonnt of the tax will be inadequate to the expence of repairs. The 


bill, then, firſt creates a neceſſity, and after impoſes a burthen to relieve it. If (as 


there is realon to ſuppoſe) the tax will not be wanted for ſome time, the empowering; 


the Corporation to call for it immediately, is a real injury to the community, ſince

it locks up a quantity of money which would otherwiſe be uſefully employed. 
« Fiftily. Becauſe the law militates againſt the very principles on which it is pro- 
feſſedly founded. The preamble alledges, that the repairing roads and pavements is

too burthenſome for individuals, when it is well known that roads are repaited bv a 
general tax, and not by individuals; and that thoſe that now repair the pavement (the 
owners of lots) are twice as numerous, and much richer collectively, than the perſons 
upon whom th= burden is to be impoſed by the bill; and yet it is ſaid that the latter 
are to furniſh- ſufficient means for this purpoſe : Will it not follow, that the burden 
will be more oppreſhve to the leſs, than it was to the greater number? The reaſon 
aſſigned for this change in the police of the city, is, that coaches and other wheel car- 
riages igjure the pavement. If this is the principle of the law, the quantum of tax 
ſhould be meaſured by the degree of injury. Now, it is a notorious fact, that one 
cart, which often carries fourteen hundred pounds weight on two wheels, if ſhod 
with iron, and which traverſes the ſtreets twelve hours out of twenty-four, mnſt do 
more injury to the pavement than forty chairs, which do not carry one third of the 
weight, and only paſs occaſionally ; yet the forty chairs, doing the Jeſs injury, are to 
pay fixty pounds, while the cart, which does the greater, cannot be rated at more 
than fifteen ſpillings. If it is ſaid that the wealth of the proprietors is to be conſider- 
ed, then the bill profeſſes one principle, but proceeds upon another, which is more 
ſtrongly marked out by its declaring, that carriages not bound with iron ſhall pay no 
tax: This holds up the idea, that the iron-bound carriages only, do the injury, and 
that where no injury is done, there ſhould be no charge. If, then, twenty carts, ſhod 
with iron, do more injury to the pavement than all the chairs in town, and only pay 
fifreen pounds for the right to do this injury, would it not be more conſiſtent with 
Juſtice and policy, that they ſhould continue to ule no tire to their wheels, as they 
have done this fifty years paſt, than that the owners of chairs ſhould pay three hun- 
dred pounds a year, to repair the injury they do? Or, in other words, can it be juſt, 
that twenty cart-men, for fifteen pounds compenſation, ſhould be entitled to put ano- 
ther claſs of citizens to three hundred pounds expence? If the meaſure of the injury, 
is not in this caſe, the rule of taxation, the council conceive the bill ſtill more op- 
preſſive : The keeping a chair in this city and county, is by no means an evidence 
of wealth, ſince many from ill health, the nature of their buſineſs, or ſituation at 
ſome diſtance from town, are frequently compelled to ride, while their richer and 
healthier neighbour walks, or rides on horſeback, and finds equal advantage from re- 
eular pavements; yet one is to be exempted entirely, while the other, becauſe he oc- 
caſionally rides over the pavement with a light carriage, which can do no injury, is 
liable to a heavy tax. | 5 1 

&« Sixthly. Becauſe it entirely changes a ſyſtem, which has hitherto worked no 
injury, and adds to the general maſs of taxes, which are neceſſarily extremely burden- 
ſome in this city. The ground adjoining to the lots was always, conſidered as, in 
ſome ſort, under the direction of the propreitor of the lot; if he paved, planted, 
cleaned, or ornamented it, he had the immediate advantage, and the credit of his 
improvement with his fellow citizens. For this reaſon, every owner of the lots ſub- 
mirted to tax himſelf, and aſked no compenſation from the public, no money being 
raiſed for the purpoſe. It was a land-tax, which every man expected to pay, when 
he purchaſed a town lot. The bill under conſideration entirely reverſes this rule, 
and aims at exempting the owners of town lots from a duty which they have never 
complained of, and which, now that the pavement is already made, muſt be compa- 
rittvely light, in order to throw the burden upon others, who, in numbereſs inſtan- 
ces, hold not one foot of land within the city. 

&« Loftly, Becauſe this bill diſpoſes of a ſource of revenue, which the wants of the 
ſtate may one day render a proper ſubject for taxation. Although ſtanding alone, it is 
unequal and oppreſſive, yet by a combination with others, which the wiſdom of the 
Legiſlature may hereafter ſuggeſt, it may be rendered equal and juſt.” ;
